phenomenon has happily surprised mill managers and 
employment agencies, who are now pitdicting that the 
labor shortage which troubled Mr. Gary and others in 
high places will prove a myth. They are confident that 
In a short time the mills will be in full operation on a 
three-shift basis. 
, , 
With so many fears dispelled, may we not hope that 


etill another foreboding will melt away into nothingness 
_ the necessity of increasing the price of steel products 
Borne 25 percent? With all the mills adequately manned 
by contented workers whose efficiency has been improv- 
ed bv normal working hours, will not the rate of produc- 
tion "be so increased as actually to reduce costs/ 
The 


broad experience of industry is that the eight-hour day 
is as sound economically as it is socially. 
Evidence is 


swiftly accumulating that steel manufacturing will be no 
exception to that golden rule. 


Lawyers And The Radicals 


T*HE attorneys' trade union, otherwise known as the 
1 1 Bar Association, is worked up over the large num- 
ber of "radicals" in the United States. The brilliant sta- 
tisticians employed by the special committee estimated 
the number of the radicals at one million and a hall. 
Just what they meant by the term "radical" is hard to 
understand, for they did not define it and since they did 
not, we must conclude that they meant anyone opposed 
to the established order of things. 
The Buffalo Evening News takes it for granted the 


attorneys mean the workers and those affiliated with 
advanced unions and political parties. 


There is a certain Gilbertian irony in all this. First, 


the attorneys, posing as legislators, draft the laws, de- 
bate and argue about them in both branches of the state 
and Federal legislatures. Second, it almost invariably is 
a lawyer, Governor or executive that signs the bill. If it 
should happen, the executive is not a lawyer, he has one 
at his elbow to advise him. When the bill is law and is 
being enforced, it is usually defended and attacked in 
the courts by lawyers. 
A lawyer judge riays the law is 


unconstitutional or it is not. The truth is and there are 
few who will deny it, that no class in the country has 
done mere to bring the law into ill repute, to make it 
ludicrous than the members of the Bar Associations of 
the country. 
So much for the legal end of things. If we turn to 


the economic phase of radicalism and those that give 
•Expression to what is called radicalism in their speeches 
iand writings, we find that the most violent are usually 
of the middle class. Very often the leaders in the move- 
ments are lawyers. 
Not since Gilbert and Sullivan entertained London 


and the world with the Mikado and other comedies has 
there been seen such a delicious piece of irony and irre- 
sistible fun as that of Supreme Court Justice Taft, the 
Carnegie Steel Trust pensioner, reporting for the Com- 
mittee on Canon of Judicial Ethics. 


In view of Mr. Taft's well-known love for trusts of 


all kinds, one can vision him talking on ethics and Bill 
Sykes on the sacredness of private property. 


In A Hundred Years 


**pHERE will be no proletariat a hundred years from 
| JL now. Everybody will belong to the leisure class. 
The drudgeries of existence will all be strapped to the 
tireless back of electricity. 
Four hours of work a day. 


will be the maximum. AfflicHnns that now oppress us, 
such as palls of smoke and filthy streets, will have van- 
ished. The planets will be conversing with one another. 
Martians will shake with laughter at the bon mots of our 
terrestrial wits. It will be the Olympian life. 


Such is the vision of Charles P. Steinmetz, electric- 


ian, philosopher, socialist, and now turned prophet. This 
forecast is predicated upon the inventions of the nine- 
teenth century which the twentieth has already carried 
into new dimensions. But the heirs to this new estate 
will not be the so-called dominant peoples of today. 
"The Germanic and Anglo-Saxon leadership of Europe 
received in the last war a blow from which it will not 
recover." says Steinmetz. 
The Slav, because of his col- 


lectivistic genius, is to be the lord of the luxurious, idle 
tomorrow. 


Perhaps Steinmetz is right. 
Certainly when he 


talks, even in romantic vein, about the electrical miracles 
to be, he speaks with peculiar authority. It may be re- 
marked, tho. that the inventions which are the forerun- 
ners ol his electrified Utopia are mostly the products of 
Teuton. Saxor or Celtic minds, and especially their de- 
velopment and adaptation to practical service. It may be 
that the Slav is going to inherit the earthly paradise cre- 
ated by the energy and agony of a civilization based on 
the dignity and responsibility of the individual. 
But 


time, not Steinmetz. will prove that. 


Still, the Steinmetz prospect is not necessarily die- 


pleading. When the work of the -world is done it will 
be in order for the world's workers to vacate. 
Indolence 


would have no charm for the re?lloss tribes. 
Neither 


Celt, Teuton nor Saxon ha? beer, much of a success as a 
loafer.
